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Ted Reinstein and the 
New England General Store

Coretta Scott King once said, "The greatness 
of a community is most accurately measured by the 
compassionate actions of its members." There isn't a 
soul who would buy into this notion more than that of 
Ted Reinstein, author of New England's General Stores: 
Exploring an American Classic. 

On the peaceful evening of Thursday, May 31, 
the Chronicle correspondent and author drew a crowd 
of around 30 to the Elizabeth Taber Library in Marion to 
discuss the ethos behind his new book and examine the 
often soft-spoken importance of general stores around 
New England. 

Throughout his talk, Reinstein's focus persisted 
on one very important aspect of civilized life that can 
be easily overlooked in today's society: community. 
Reinstein even prefaced his talk with a little joke 
regarding the redundant nature of his speech, saying, "If 
we were playing a drinking game tonight and you were 
going to have a drink every time I said community, none 
of you would be able to drive home." 

Reinstein went on to explain, "Why general 
stores are valued more than ever has nothing to do with 
[what] is sold on a shelf at a general store, but everything 
to do with something you can't put a price on, which is 
a sense of community." Reinstein clarified that general

stores that have stood the test of time and have been 
proven to be an integral part of each of their respective 
communities. 

He incorporated a multitude of different stores 
in his book, including stores that have been closed, 
reopened, closed, and then reopened again - stores that 
sell everything known to man (including one in Augusta, 
Maine that absurdly sells wedding dresses), and even a 
store owned by actor Steve Carrell and his wife Nancy in 
Marshfield, Massachusetts. Throughout it all, Reinstein 
reminded us that every one of these stores has one thing 
in common: an unbelievably strong sense of community. 

One might think Reinstein gave his talk in the 
small town of Marion because he had caught wind of the 
Marion General Store and, upon being impressed with 
the small, yet strong shop, he wanted to give a talk that 
hit close to home with many of its residents. Interestingly 
enough, however, after being prompted about whether 
he had visited the long-running staple of Marion, he was 
caught rather off-guard. 

"Here? In Marion? Really!" Reinstein replied, 
astounded. 

So maybe it's stores like these, unknown to the 
rest of the world yet so familiar to the locals, that make 
Reinstein's book exactly what it's all about it. After all, 
what's a community without a fun secret or two?

The Poetic (and Invasive) Birds of the Bard 

By George B. Emmons 

Some sixty species of birds have their place 
in Shakespeare's plays and poetry, esoteric figures for 
the many moods and meanings within the imaginative 
human drama of his mind. 

Shakespeare knew his birds well; and today, 
after some four hundred years, Shakespeare's acumen is 
confirmed by the modern-day ornithology of Audubon 
behavioral classification of flocks. Let's begin with two of 
the peskiest examples of bird behavior: the house sparrow 
and European starling. 

Victorian bird enthusiast Eugene Schieffelin 
imported these non-natives into Central Park, New 
York in 1890. He was a member of the American 

Acclimatization 
Society who 
wanted to 
introduce 
birds from 
Shakespeare's 
old world of 
Europe into the 
new nation of 
America. 

The 

starling was 
used only 

once by the Bard in his play Henry IV. Unlike the play, 
however, by 1929, they had adapted so well here after 
Schieffelin's introduction that they soon numbered in 
the millions and were labeled invasive. They are even 
blamed for causing a plane crash in 1960 by clogging the 
engines over Logan Airport; this mishap is still known 
as the worst bird strike in U.S. aviation history. Starlings 
also invaded other songbird nests to the detriment of the 
popular bluebird population. 

The house sparrow in the play Henry IV was 
not quite as bad, but it still became the most widely 
distributed non-indigenous bird in America as well as 
around the world. 

In the Audubon classification of bird flocks.

a group of starlings today is sometimes labeled an 
'affliction' and a group of sparrows is a 'quarrel.' 

Our Buzzards Bay cormorant's English cousin 
is portrayed in Richard II as having a very voracious 
appetite. This gluttonous character image lives on to 
this very day, and consequently, one of the titles of a 
cormorant gathering is called a 'glut.' His coastline 
companion, the swan, however, is an opposite symbolic 
figure of beauty and tranquility. Dramatically, the 
mythical swan is portrayed singing its death song when 
preparing to die. 

Another bird song of romantic emotion is 
portrayed in Romeo and Juliet by the nightingale, a cousin 
of our meadowlark. Their group chorus is appropriately 
(and exultingly) classified as an 'elation.' 

The blue jay around our backyard bird feeders 
may be a very colorful figure, but it is also an extrovert 
showoff, especially when perceiving that things are not to 
his liking. In Shakespeare's play Cymbeline , he is properly 
painted as a gauntly dressed person, and to Audubon a 
flock is a 'scold' to emulate its unpleasant demeanor. 

The dove was first seen as a winged spirit of the 
Biblical dove with the landfall promise of a laurel leaf 
in its mouth for creatures on Noah's Ark. The Bard's 
connotation of the dove has deity significance, as the 
turtledove rules supreme in King Lear symbolizing a 
living emblem of love and consistency. 

The works of Shakespeare continue to inspire us 
to this day, just perhaps not as 'invasively' as the winged 
spirits of the Bard's classics. 

Rochester Acquires New Conservation Land 

Rochester Board of Selectmen

Another 70+ acres of land in Rochester will 
never be developed now that the conservation restriction 
and subsequent closing on the Estabrook property on 
Estabrook Way off Walnut Plain Road was made official 
on June 4. 

The Rochester Board of Selectmen approved the 
conservation restriction that will protect the roughly 78 
acres of land that includes direct access to the Walnut

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Plain Cedar Swamp, an especially unique and pristine 
habitat, said Rochester Conservation Agent Laurell 
Farinon. 

This particular land acquisition is a special one, 
Farinon said, because not only is it the first piece of that 
type of habitat to be permanently protected in town, but it 
is also the first parcel of land to be permanently protected 
in that part of Rochester. 

The Rochester Land Trust acquired a $35,000 
grant from the Buzzards Bay National Estuary Program to 
cover the costs associated with acquiring and protecting 
the land, and with the assistance of the Buzzards Bay 
Coalition, developed the conservation restriction 
selectmen signed that evening. 

The Conservation Commission will be the holder 
of the conservation restriction while the Rochester Land 
Trust will be the official owner. 

Two separate grants totaling $165,000 covered the 
costs associated with the land acquisition. 

"On behalf of the Coalition and the Land Trust, 
I'm very excited to get this project squared away," said 
Allen Decker Esq., director of land protection for the BBC. 

RLT President Bob Lawrence said the land 
would be made accessible to the public, referring to the 
Shoolman Preserve off New Bedford Road as the concept 
planned for the latest acquisition. 

In other matters, the board ratified the 
employment contract for Sargent "soon-to-be" Chief 
Robert Small. 

The contract with a term of 33 Vi months takes 
effect at the stroke of midnight on September 15 upon 
current Police Chief Paul Magee's official date of 
retirement. As part of that contract. Small, who currently 
resides in Whitman, will relocate closer to Rochester 
within 18 months. 

"Thank you," said Small, "and I'm looking 
forward to continuing all the relationships in town here ... 
and I look forward to having even more involvement with 
everybody." 

The Town Hall meeting room is now fully 
compliant with the Americans with Disabilities Act, with 
new automatic doors on its expanded side entrance, an 
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expanded hallway doorway leading to the new ADA 
compliant restroom, and even those squeaky, ancient (not 
to mention uncomfortable) benches have been removed 
and replaced with more easily moveable padded chairs. 

In other matters. Selectmen Chairman Greenwood 
“ Woody" Hartley presented former Selectman Naida 
Parker (who is still the town clerk) with a certificate of 
commendation for her many years as a selectman. 

Town Hall will be adopting its summer hours by 
closing early on Fridays at 1:00 pm July 6 until August 23.

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Marion Grows Towards Green 
Community Status 

Marion Board of Selectmen

As the Town of Marion seeks to become a 'Green 
Community/ the Marion Board of Selectmen on June 5 
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committed to taking the next step towards acceptance 


into the state program. This means that by going green, 
Marion could be seeing another shade of green in the 
form of hundreds of thousands of dollars in state money 
for further energy efficiency projects. 

Marion Energy Management Committee 
member Jennifer Francis introduced the Stretch Building 
Code, which is the fifth and near final step in the Green 
Community application process. Fall Special Town 
Meeting voters would have to approve the new building 
code that calls for somewhat stricter energy efficiency 
requirements for new house construction in Marion. 

A state implemented code already exists now, 
said Francis, which requires an Energy Star Home rating 
of 65. The new Stretch Building Code would require a 
relatively minor decrease to a rating of 55. 

"It's really just a building code that makes 
buildings a little more energy efficient," Francis said. 

Francis emphasized that the Stretch Building 
Code would not affect older homes, existing homes, or 
renovations to existing homes, only new homes and 
certain commercial and industrial buildings. The new 
code targets aspects of construction such as insulation, 
windows, doors, and energy efficient heating and cooling 
systems. And although these features would add about 
$3,000 more to construction costs to the average new 2,500 
square-foot home, the accumulated savings over the next 
five to eight years would exceed those extra costs to the 
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homeowner. 

"Most [new] homes in Marion do this anyway 
because it's just a good thing to do," said Francis. "The 
value to a homeowner really pays for itself in a really 
short order and it makes sense." 

Francis said the Town has already met the other 
criteria of becoming a Green Community, including 
an established municipal solar overlay project (atop 
the capped landfill) with a renewable bylaw to allow 
renewable energy developers to develop there "by right," 
and plans to both reduce the Town's energy consumption 
by 20 percent over five years and purchase more energy 
efficient vehicles. 

"We've come quite a ways and we've got some 
steps left," said Francis. "We already have a lot of good 
things underway." 

Already 230 Massachusetts municipalities 
have adopted the new code, Francis said, "So we're not 
breaking new ice here in terms of moving forward with 
this." Actually, she said, Marion is rather behind in the 
Green Community arena. 

Some of the Green Community towns near 
Marion have already seen quite a bit of 'green' as a result. 
For example, Dartmouth has already received $220,000, 
Acushnet $500,000, and New Bedford $600,000. 

Marion would receive $150,000 in funding right 
away upon Green Community acceptance, with eligibility 
for more of those grants other towns now enjoy. 
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In order to complete the mandated town energy 
audit, Francis said the board would have to express 
support for the new code and a commitment towards 
pursuing an article on the special town meeting warrant. 

Building Commissioner Scott Shippey is already 
on board with the Stretch Building Code, Francis told 
selectmen. 

"But how would the homeowner react?" 
Selectman Jonathan Waterman wondered aloud. "All 
of a sudden, they're being told they need to change the 
construction of their house." 

Francis said the response should be positive, 
especially since the financial benefits include state rebates 
on energy efficient appliances in addition to the money 
saved just by having a Stretch Building Code-compliant 
home. And besides, as she pointed out earlier, most 
residents building new homes are already pursuing 
energy efficiency. 

"Once they learn about the program, they're 
going to find out that they're going to save a lot of money 
over time," Francis said. 

Selectman Randy Parker said, as someone in the 
electrical business, he's familiar with the new code and 
supports it, but he was not quite yet ready to commit to 
an article on the next town meeting warrant. 

Francis, as well as Town Administrator Paul 
Dawson, addressed Parker's concern over providing 
ample information to the public before committing to

an article, reminding him that an actual article has not 
yet been written, and the usual public hearing and other 
informational meetings would happen before any article 
is approved and placed on the warrant. This blessing, 
so to speak, acts only as an expression of intent to move 
forward to become a Green Community. "A spirit of 
moving forward," Dawson described it. 

All three selectmen agreed, and now Dawson will 
send a letter to the Massachusetts Department of Energy 
resources expressing the board's commitment to make 
Marion a Green Community. 

In other matters, the Town is still in an agreement 
with Casella Waste Systems, Inc. to receive the town's 
recyclable materials for the foreseeable future; however, 
with only an 'agreement' and not a contract, the situation 
still is, as acting DPW Superintendent Jon Henry put it, 
"really kind of nervous." 

Marion does have a short-term local solution 
to the national recycling crisis municipalities are forced 
to reckon with, Dawson said, and that would come in 
the form of public outreach and education that would 
hopefully help residents reset their recycling habits. 

Since single-stream recycling was introduced, 
a method that made recycling easier for residents and 
gave them a convenience incentive to recycle more, 
improper recycling has become a growing issue leading 
to the eventual rejection of the nation's recyclables by the 
biggest buyer of these materials, China. This has now led 
to increased disposal fees and nowhere for recyclables to 
g°- 

When the Town's recycling service WeCare 
Environmental suspended its recycling contract last 
month until it relocates to its new facility later in the 
year, Marion struggled to find a company to accept its 
recycling. Dawson said the cost to dispose of recycling 
keeps fluctuating under the current agreement with 
Casella. Last month it was $98.50 per ton and, according 
to Dawson, could rise to $200 per ton in the future. 

"Only time will tell," Dawson said, "but it's an 
issue were going to have to wrap our arms around pretty 
quickly." 

For now, residents should see no visible changes 
in the recycling process, but the Town is asking residents 
to be mindful of what they put into the bins. 

"We are asking residents to please try to be more 
aware of what they put in there," Dawson said. "No 
pizza boxes," at least not the bottom half that's usually 
contaminated by oils and grease. Dawson asked residents 
to please clean out their glass and plastic containers, and 
soon SEMASS will assist the town is getting even further 
information out to the public. 

Although the town is not yet there, the day may 
come when the Town will leave a resident's recycling 
there on the curb if finds repeated problematic recycling 
practices at an address. 

"That might well be the natural progression," 
Dawson said. "We could leave it behind," he added. 
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although having to inspect curbside bins "would certainly 
slow the [recycling] process down." 

In other business, the board approved aspiring 
Eagle Scout Jackson St. Don's proposed Eagle Scout 
project of a GaGa ball pit at Silvershell Beach. 

The project has been bounced around during 
Conservation Commission meetings as St. Don was 
instructed by the commission to seek permission and 
letters of approval from the Recreation Department, 
Department of Public Works, which he has received, and 
now the selectmen. 

The selectmen had a few questions, having never 
heard of GaGa ball before. St. Don described what the 
pit would look like - a 25-foot diameter octagon with 30- 
inch high sides made of pressure-treated wood. The pit 
would be set about an inch into the ground for stability, 
and could be disassembled should any significant 
storm events approach, the crux of the Conservation 
Commission's concerns. 

"It's very popular in Boy Scouts," St. Don told the 
curious selectmen. Bourne High School has one, he said, 
"And it's gaining in popularity." 

St. Don expects to install the pit once he gets 
approval from the Conservation Commission, requiring 
only about a day or two to install it, he said, with all the 
pre-planning completed at home. 

Once the pit is installed, it will be Town- 
owned and its upkeep and care will be overseen by the 
Recreation Department and the DPW. 

The board will meet only once in July on the 10 th 
and then continue to meet twice a month in August on 
the 7 th and 21 st , with all three meetings held at the police 
station. 

The next meeting of the Marion Board of 
Selectmen, however, is scheduled for June 19 at 7:00 at the 
Marion Town House. 

Recycling Services Remain Stable for Now 

Mattapoisett Board of Selectmen

The Mattapoisett Board of Selectmen again 
looked at the ongoing issues associated with recyclables 
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when it met on June 5. 

Town Administrator Michael Gagne said that he 
and several other communities, all currently in a dispute 
with ABC Disposal, Inc., have received confirmation from 
ABC that they would continue to fulfill their contracts 
with the municipalities and pick up recyclables as contract 
issues are worked out. He said that the municipalities 
are waiting for a decision to be rendered in Superior 
Court where a lawsuit filed by the City of New Bedford is 
pending. New Bedford asked the court to decide if ABC 
had the right to ask for a cost adjustment during an active 
contract. 

Selectman Paul Silva said that he had been 
thinking about the possibility of a district or regionalized

framework where towns would enter into an agreement 
to work together. 

"I spoke with Representative Straus and he is 
interested in working with us to look at costs [of] putting 
together our own district." Silva said that the success of 
the Mattapoisett River Valley Water District had inspired 
the concept. 

"He could bring the DEP to the table," Gagne 

added. 

Selectmen and newly appointed Chairman Jordan 
Collyer thought that the Community Compact with the 
governor recently signed by the board might also give the 
Town leverage. 

"The agreement puts us in the running for 
funding projects, especially those that require regional 
effort," said Collyer. 

The selectmen voted to have Gagne engage in 
further discussions with surrounding towns on this 
matter. 

In other news, the selectmen met with retired Fire 
Chief Ronald Scott regarding Veterans' Memorial Park, 
known to most as Ned's Point. Collyer said a memorial 
had long been planned for the park but that now, with 
donations from benefactors, work could commence. 

Scott presented a design that includes three 
flags, plaques, and lighting. He said that care of the flags, 
including rising and lowering them each day, would be 
handled by a group of volunteers. 

"The goal is to provide a memorial at no cost to 
the town," Collyer said. 

Scott said that the American Legion members 
support the project. At that, the selectmen granted 
permission for the memorial to move forward. 

In his report, Gagne said that bidding was about 
to begin for Phase 2B of the bike path and that work 
would begin soon on lower Pearl Street. 

Regarding the bike share program, Gagne gave 
credit to Bonne DaSousa and Fairhaven Selectman 
Robert Espindola for reviewing vendors. He said that 
in Mattapoisett, bikes would be available to rent at the 
town wharves, Brandt Island Bike Path, public library, 
Ned's Point, and Point Connet. There will be five bikes at 
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each location. Bike usage is accessed through the use of a 
downloadable app on a personal electronic device. The fee 
is $1 per hour. Gagne also said that bikes could be ridden 
into Fairhaven and left there if the ride ended there. 

Also during the meeting, Patrick Dawson was 
appointed as a board member to the Mattapoisett Council 
on Aging, and the selectmen accepted the resignation of 
long-time Historical Commission member and former 
chairman Josephine Pannell. Gagne said, "Jo was 
always a tremendous resource, an excellent member." 

He asked and received agreement that the board will 
present Pannell with a citation for all her volunteer work 
throughout the years. 

The selectmen set their summer meeting schedule 
as follows: July 10, August 14, and September 11. All 
meetings will commence at 6:30 pm in the Town Hall 
conference room. 

Subdivision Bylaw Ambiguity Raises Concerns 

Mattapoisett Planning Board

On June 4 after welcoming Arlene Fidalgo, the 
newly elected member to the Mattapoisett Planning 
Board, Chairman Tom Tucker then thanked the other 
members for their service during his five-month work- 
related absence. 

Then it was on to an agenda that contained two 
highly controversial filings - a multi-lot subdivision 
proposed on Chapel Road and a two-lot subdivision 
proposed off Snow Field Road. 

Represented on this night by Bob Rogers of G.A.F. 
Engineering, the Chapel Road project roused concerns 
and emotions. 

Before discussion began, Rogers said the client 
had no specific design at this point in time but rather 
sought clarification on whether or not the project would 
need to be constructed using an ANR (approval not 
required), or could a special residential district (SRD) or 
cluster housing plan be forwarded. 

During previous discussions on this project, 
neither the applicant's representative nor the 
Planning Board were sure if the parcel qualified for 
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SRD consideration since there was the possibility of 
conforming lots under an ANR. Stakeholders found the 
bylaw to be unclear during these discussions. 

Tucker read an opinion rendered by Town 
Counsel Jonathan Silver stein on whether or not the 
Planning Board had authority to view the project through 
either filter. To summarize Silver stein's multi-page 
opinion, they did. Silverstein also referred to the SRD 
concept, which included cluster housing on dry portions 
of the parcel with open spaces and wetlands primarily left 
undisturbed as "creative land use." 

But Planning Board member Janice Robbins took 
exception to that and asked, "Is this the threshold?" 

"[Town Counsel] acknowledges there is 
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ambiguity in our bylaw," she said. Robbins then said they 
needed to clear up any ambiguity in the bylaw before 
proceeding any further. "We have a lot of discretion if 
we come down on the right side of the ambiguity..." 
Otherwise, she believed there could be a lawsuit against 
the Planning Board. "A lawyer's opinion is just that, an 
opinion," said Robbins, and nothing more. She also said 
that where an ambiguity exists, "Ambiguity is construed 
against the draftsman..." - in this case, the Planning 
Board. 

Abutters were adamant that any residential 
development on the property would add to traffic 
problems they already experience with high volume and 
high rates of speed. 


Resident Paul Osenkowski said he was in favor of 
a cluster-housing plan because it preserved wetlands and 
a vernal pool located on the parcel. 

Robbins still felt talking about any project type 
was premature, that the bylaw issue needed rewriting first 
and foremost. 

A straw poll revealed members Karen Field, 
Nathan Ketchel, and Tucker himself were in favor of 
accepting town counsel's opinion as written, while 
Robbins and Fidalgo thought the bylaw should be 
corrected. 

Next up was the Snow Field Road two-lot 
subdivision discussion. 

Speaking on behalf of his client David Arsenault, 
David Davignon of N. Douglas Schneider & Associates, 
Inc. outlined the scope of the Snow Field project for 
Fidalgo's benefit. 

Davignon said the Conservation Commission's 
conditions included culverts, wetlands mitigations and 
remediation, and stormwater swales for the cul-de- 
sac that would provide the two-lot subdivision with 
frontage. But a group of abutters have appealed the 
ConCom's decision to the Massachusetts Department of 
Environmental Protection. 

Before sharing with the Planning Board what the 
DEP had found and requested of the applicant, Davignon 
said that the U.S. Army Corps of Engineers had weighed 
in on the project and that it had also undergone a review 
by the Massachusetts Office of Environmental Policy Act. 
Conclusions from those agencies were not discussed. 

Davignon listed the waivers his client is 
requesting, included eliminating sidewalks and the 
acceptance of the length of a dead end road. The original 
design concept included an 80-foot cul-de-sac surrounded 
by a bio-filter for stormwater runoff, and a 16-foot wide 
private driveway from the road to the two lots in the 
uplands of the parcel reached by a 900-foot long private 
driveway. 

Tucker told Davignon the board would be 
requesting a peer review consultant saying, "This is really 
crossing some serious wetlands." 

Davignon asked that stormwater flow calculations 
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not be part of any future peer review since his client 
had already paid for such reports to be produced twice. 
However, Tucker felt it was important to include an 
independent assessment of those reports for the Planning 
Board. 

Ketchel asked if soils under the proposed private 
driveway had been studied. Davignon replied, "No." 

Robbins questioned the trust agreement that 
was included in the submittal package. "The declaration 
of trust has to be approved by the Board of Selectmen," 
she pointed out. "If there is a demand made, the Board 
of Selectmen has the responsibility.... It's the Board of 
Selectmen who are tasked with making it work," she 
said, wondering why that aspect of the project had been 
removed from the Planning Board's purview. Davignon 
alluded to that language being pulled in from previous 
applications. 

Abutter Karen Markowski wanted the board 
to understand that, ".. .The appeal is a big deal and 
shouldn't be downplayed..." Tucker responded that the 
board does have concerns. Markowski added that a group 
of abutters had hired an independent engineer to assist 
them in the appeal process. She then presented a letter 
from that engineer to the board. It was not read into the 
minutes. 

Davignon said the DEP asked for alternate 
designs that would have less of an impact on the 
surrounding wetlands known as Haskell's Swamp. He 
then provided two new designs that eliminated the cul- 
de-sac except on paper and increased a hammerhead turn¬ 
around in front of the two lots. "We have neighbors who 
don't support anything.... We are trying to find middle 
ground," he told the board members. He said the newer 
design concepts decreased wetland impact by 60 percent. 

Highway Superintendent Barry Denham said 
he opposes paper cul-de-sacs for frontage purposes, 
adding, "They ask for cul-de-sacs and then don't build 
them.... Why do you allow them to use the cul-de-sacs for 
frontage?" he asked. There was no immediate response 
offered. 

The discussion continued for an hour with the 
board focused primarily on water displacement into 
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neighboring properties and wetlands impact. 

Resident Brad Hathaway asked the board what 
had become of the Conservation Commission's decision. 
Tucker told him it was being appealed to the DER Then 
Hathaway asked, "Is the board aware, especially the 
new member, that an ethics commission complaint as 
of last year against the chairman of the Conservation 
Commission had been filed?" 

Tucker responded that they weren't going to 
go into that. Hathaway fired back, "I asked if you were 
aware!" Tucker said he was. Fidalgo said, "I am now." The 
hearing was continued until June 18. 

The next meeting of the Mattapoisett Planning 
Board is scheduled for June 18 at 7:00 pm in the Town 
Hall conference room. 

Solar Farm Size Concerns Planning Board 

Marion Planning Board

Whether it's the size of the clearing for a solar 
array or the height of the lights at Tabor Academy football 
field, the Marion Planning Board agrees, size does impact 
their decision. 

Two representatives from Zero-Point Energy 
Solutions presented a plan to the Marion Planning Board 
on June 4 to clear 15 acres of forested land for a solar array 
field on Route 6 near the Wareham town line. 

The plan would require approximately six to 
nine months to complete on the 22-acre parcel owned by 
Henry Dejesus located near the shores of the Weweantic 
River. 

The 3.5-megawatt capacity solar farm, said 
solar developer representative Harold Reader, would 
be secured by a metal chain-link fence and a white PVC 
fence would shield the project from view from the road, 
as well as a 25-foot vegetative setback from all sides of the 
parcel. There would be select clearing including topping 
of trees and trimming of low-growing brush before the 
actual 15 acres of stumped and grubbed area for the solar 
array. 

Reader assured the board there would be minimal 
traffic after the initial construction phase, with twice 
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annual visits with a utility truck for routine checks and 
maintenance. 

Brendan Gove, the company owner, stated 
that they had been in touch with Eversource, which is 
conducting a review of their proposal. 

"Solar is financially viable," said Gove. "There is 
Massachusetts priority use for solar. And a payment in 
lieu of taxes (PILOT) program." 

Board member Chris Collings said adamantly, 
"The town does not want to see this," and it should be 
well screened from the road. Member Eileen Marum 
asked about the type of mounting, considering its 
proximity to the Weweantic and the potential for 
corrosion. Gove believed it will most likely be a steel 
I-beam construction based on his knowledge of the typical 
substrate of sandy loam at the site. 

Planning Board member Norm Hills raised the 
primary concern of the night: the town solar bylaw that 
prohibits large-scale forest clearing for a solar project. 

"We consider this a small project," said Gove. 

"We do fifty-acre, three hundred-acre projects. We don't 
consider this large." 

Board member Andrew Daniel remarked, "[We 
are a] small town - this is large." 

Will Saltonstall, newly elected chairman, weighed 
in on this issue, stating, "Personally, I'm a huge proponent 
of solar and green energy ... [but I'm] not a huge fan of 
clearing forest for solar. [There's] lots of room to establish 


solar on already open land." 

Daniel added, "I'm for green space over green 

energy." 

"This is effectively lost space in this town," 
Collings commented. "If they built it tonight with a 
fence, no one would know ... and we'd get income for 
the town.... A painless loss from many perspectives - not 
open space loss - no one will notice." 

Saltonstall elaborated on his earlier point by 
saying, "The bigger issue is the board's palette for this 
project. [Do] we have an appetite for this? If the bylaw 
says this is a large project, it is prohibited?" 

Gove appeared to push back on this interpretation 
of the bylaw and the board's ability to prohibit solar 
projects in town at all, saying that the municipal law may 
not be in line with Massachusetts General Law. There 
was murmuring among the board members that the state 
attorney general had approved the law. 

Gove also warned the board that his company 
was in competition with a residential developer who 
would clear and pave the parcel. Dejesus spoke before 
the board and confirmed that he had gotten another offer 
for the parcel, allegedly for 32 townhouses, which he 
suggested could contribute up to 70 children in the school 
system at a cost of $14,350 per student. 

Collings suggested the board allow the project 
to move forward, saying "... [The project] is going to be 
smaller - it's just woods. I'm for the tax revenue." 
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Saltonstall refuted this idea, saying, "Just because 
it's woods doesn't mean it's not valuable." 

Hills acknowledged the "pain and anguish" 
involved in getting the solar bylaw passed and wondered 
how it would look if the board were to say the Town 
didn't mean what the bylaw actually said. Gove said he 
felt the bylaw language was ambiguous, acknowledging 
he did not know the intent of the language. 

For Hills, 22 acres is a large-scale clearing, to 
which member Stephen Kokkins added, "Municipalities 
have the right to make reasonable interpretations of 
bylaws." 

Marum wondered aloud about the condition of 
the trees on the property, that perhaps they were diseased 
like other trees in town and clearing would be a good 
thing for the forest. Gove observed that the site "was not a 
pristine forest," and his company could donate materials 
and labor to plant trees elsewhere in town. 

Saltonstall reminded the board that the applicant 
had also made a request for waivers of the environmental 
assessment of the site and the traffic study. The board 
continued the hearing for two weeks. 

The board also tackled a request by the ZBA to 
comment on the application by Tabor Academy for a 
Special Permit to allow five light posts to provide lighting 
for the athletic field between Spring Street, Front Street, 
and Ryder Lane. 

The application states that the purpose of the 
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lights is to "support and enhance Tabor's use of the 
athletic field ... as well as support limited community use 
of the facilities." 

Tabor is requesting 90-foot poles to provide 
adequate lighting and reduce glare impact on adjacent 
properties. The lights would be used at night, be 
manually operated, and turned off by 9:00 pm at the 
latest. 

Marum said one abutter was okay with Tabor's 
plan for the lights, but Marum was concerned the poles 
would be an "attractive nuisance," and that "thrill- 
seekers" may attempt to climb them. 

Collings said it was clear where the lights were 
to be located because, ".. .They put the bases in already 
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- an ugly sidebar, but this is not a new discussion. What 
frustrates me is that the light tower bases are still there. 
Personally, I see this as an opportunity to get quid pro quo 
from this school - this is a time-release capsule, [we have] 
flashing lights, crossing guards..." 

In a follow-up, Collings clarified his 
comment, saying, "We are the only small town in the 
Commonwealth that doesn't have a PILOT agreement" ... 
with the private school in their town. 

The board wrestled with what they perceived 
to be broader issues than the height of the light poles - 
the overall impact of lighting the field and the resulting 
increased activities at the site. 


Resident Bill Washburn said he goes to games at 


the Tabor field, and there is already an issue of parking 
and more games will make this issue worse, he said. 

There was general surprise that no one from the 
village attended the meeting to speak on the issue. Hills 
recalled that abutters were the main opposition in the 
past, saying, "If they've worked something out [with 
Tabor], that's progress." 

Collings asked, "Does our Master Plan 
contemplate athletic fields in the center of town? This 
could be a game changer as to how we are acting as a 
town. It's not the five poles. It's all the activity and its 
impact on what we are doing as a town." 

The board concluded that their recommendation 
to the ZBA must include the issues of the increased 
intensity of use at night, parking issues, pedestrian safety, 
traffic and concentrated use of roads in the village, noise 
from the athletic events (at an otherwise quieter time of 
the day), adverse impact on daily life of nearby residents, 
and light pollution. 

The next meeting of the Marion Planning Board 
is scheduled for June 18 at 7:00 pm at the Marion Town 
House. 

B.I.G. Grant Sailing to Mattapoisett 

Mattapoisett Marine Advisory Board

Whether you're an experienced mariner familiar 
with the winds and tides of Buzzards Bay or just a 
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salty dog who enjoys spending time on the historic 
wharves that punctuate the seaside village landscape 
of Mattapoisett, one thing you know for certain - those 
wharves take a beating. But help may be sailing into the 
harbor very soon. 

On May 31, the Mattapoisett Marine Advisory 
Board and Harbormaster Jill Simmons discussed repairs 
that have taken place on the wharves and the potential for 
protecting them in the future. 

Simmons said Mattapoisett is the recipient of 
a B.I.G. Grant, which stands for Boating Infrastructure 
Grant program. The grant is funded by the state's Sport 
Fish Restoration and Boating Trust Fund that collects cash 
from excise taxes paid on fishing equipment, motorboats. 
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small engine fuel, and import duties. If that isn't 
complicated enough, the U. S. Fish and Wildlife Service is 
also involved in the two-tier grant process. 

Town Administrator Michael Gagne told The 
Wanderer that the official word received by his office 
was that Mattapoisett would receive $160,000 in B.I.G. 
Grant money. He anticipates receiving the signed 
documentation any day. 

"The money is to be used for building more 
transient space that would allow visiting boaters to 
come into Mattapoisett, tie up, and visit our town and 
businesses," said Gagne. 

Like other grants, Gagne said, towns are required 
to contribute a percentage of the grant value. In this case, 
for Mattapoisett it would be $60,000. 

"We'll ask for that at the Fall Town Meeting," 
Gagne said. 

Simmons told the MAB that she hoped the design 
of a new transient dock would position the new dock to 
the west of Long Wharf. In this position, Simmons said, 
the dock would act as a wave attenuator protecting the 
two shorter wharves. 

In a follow-up interview, Simmons said the 
storms that do the most damage to Mattapoisett's 
wharves generally come in from the southeast, build 
up in the harbor, and wreak havoc on the wharves and 
associated structures. 

Simmons believes constructing the new dock 
system in the westerly position makes sense, given the 
added protection it may provide. Additionally, Gagne 
said the Town was looking into adding wave attenuating 
structures to the overall design for an extra layer of 
protection. 

In other business, Simmons said that channel 
marker No. 2 in Brandt Island Cove had gone missing 
over the winter and needed to be replaced, and that 
marker No. 6 was destroyed and also needed replacement 
or repair. 

The group also discussed placing markers at 
certain locations to warn boaters of hidden rocks that 
previously had been marked but whose markers had 
recently been removed during the U.S. Coast Guard's re- 
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configuration of navigational aids in Buzzards Bay. 

Also discussed was the discontinuation of 
mushroom-style moorings. Simmons and some members 
of the MAB agreed that due to improper setting, many 
times these moorings move out of their grid locations. In 
her written report, Simmons stated, "Almost always, if I 
have a problem with two moorings impeding each other, 
it is the one with the mushroom that most often is in the 
wrong (off station)." 

The MAB members discussed giving mooring 
owners up to three years to replace mushrooms. The 
topic will be re-visited during the July meeting. Chairman 
Carlos DeSousa said. 

The board also discussed a rule change. Simmons 
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said the Mattapoisett Boat Yard used a mooring 
numbering system inconsistent with the grid system, 
making it nearly impossible, Simmons said, "to find 
anything over there." 

According to Simmons, "All other commercial 
providers have to use our numbers...." Simmons said she 
wasn't sure why MBY did not also. 

MAB elected to bring this to the Board of 
Selectmen's attention and to propose a rule change that 
would bring MBY in line with the rest of the mooring grid 
system. 

The next meeting of the Mattapoisett Marine 
Advisory Board is scheduled for July 26 at 7:00 pm in the 
Town Hall conference room. 
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Sippican Explores New Approach to Discipline 

Marion School Committee

During a time when most schools are adopting the 
'no tolerance' policy towards discipline, Sippican School 
is exploring a new approach that fosters a more positive, 
conciliatory outcome to conflict that helps students learn 
from their mistakes and feel included in the process of 
resolving conflict. 

Sippican School Assistant Principal Sarah Goerges 
introduced the concept of "restorative justice" to the 
Marion School Committee on May 23, hoping to garner 
support for initiating training for teachers to introduce the 
practice of promoting positive discipline beginning with 
sixth grade. 

"Sixth grade is a little bit of a different animal than 
K through 5," said Goerges, implying that the 'restorative' 
approach to discipline might be more appropriate for that 
particular level of maturity 

Goerges said two sixth-grade teachers were 
introduced to restorative justice at a conference, describing 
the disciplinary approach as a crossover from the 
'Responsive Classroom' philosophy being established at 
the school. 

Responsive Classroom emphasizes the importance 
of social / emotional learning as it relates to academic 
success, and teachers are trained to approach teaching in 
ways that foster a safe and supportive classroom. 
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Restorative justice, Goerges said, is a tool that 
teachers could implement relatively quickly as it requires 
fewer training hours than certification in responsive 
classroom. 

"It was a lot about building relationships and 
trust in the classroom so that you could talk and solve 
issues that arise, and how to reincorporate a classmate 
that kind of had offended or done something," said 
Goerges. "And by building that community, that safe 
place ... in a safe way to work through issues, it was 
something that they felt they could use." 

Students are already accustomed to that sense 
of community building, Goerges said, as students meet 
every morning as a school for "town meeting." 

Assistant Superintendent Dr. Elise Frangos said 
the Suffolk University Center for Restorative Justice 
recommends the approach for sixth grade and up. 

"If teachers and administrators were trained 
in it, they would not have this kind of ... crime and 
punishment [discipline]," said Frangos. "We believe it's 
always best to sit in a ... peaceable circle and work it out 
and children are not asked to go home unless it was really 
something quite disastrous." 

With the restorative justice approach, most 
conflicts are addressed in an "empathic circle" consisting 
of the student(s) involved, teachers, parents, and 
administrators to resolve conflict rather than default 
to suspensions and expulsions, although some serious 
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or violent offences might still result in some form of 
exclusion from the school. 

However, generally, Frangos said, "What you 
do is you don't have detentions or suspensions. The 
solution is worked out, but it's a great way as an adjunct 
to responsive classroom." 

"One of the early identified initiatives of the 
strategic planning poll team around social/emotional," 
said Director of Student Services Michael Nelson," has 
been to look at our discipline objectives pre-K through 
12 to discuss in a similar fashion what we're doing 
differently and really explore programs like this one ... to 
see if it makes sense as a universal approach." 

"It will be very, very exciting for us to ... explore 
this," Frangos added. "So then, everyone truly feels that 
school is a home and nobody gets that 'bouncing out.'" 

In other matters. Principal Lyn Rivet said two 
impassioned students concerned about the environment 
have initiated a cooperative effort with the principal and 
the food service director to explore different ways the 
school could recycle more, especially in the cafeteria. 

The school has already implemented the Crayola 
"ColorCycle" program that collects used markers for 
recycling and is now looking for ways to further cut 
back on waste, such as with biodegradable straws and 
alternatives to plastic eating utensils. 

"[Food Service Director Jill Hennessey] has 
researched prices to see if it fits into the budget as she 
goes out to different products," Rivet said. 

Parents are also assisting in establishing a 
composting initiative at the school, said Rivet. 

The next meeting of the Marion School 
Committee is scheduled for June 13 at 6:30 pm at the 
Sippican School.

In 1998, the Sippican Historical Society 
commissioned an architectural survey of Marion's 
historic homes and buildings. The survey was funded 
one-half by the Sippican Historical Society and one-half 
by the Massachusetts Historical Commission. Because 
of the limits of funding, not all of the historic buildings 
were surveyed, but over 100 were catalogued and 
photographed. The results of the survey are in digital 
form on the Massachusetts Historical Commission's 
website and in four binders in the Sippican Historical 
Society's office (and at the Marion Town Clerk's office).

Sea captain George Allen's house at 357 Front 
Street - with its expansive grounds from Route 6 north 
to the railroad tracks - was impressive enough that the 
intersection of Front and Spring Streets was, for many 
years, known as Allen's Corners. This orate Italianate 
house was built sometime before 1867, and although 
altered, is a fine example of a sea captain's residence.

Animal Advice 


Jay Gould, DVM 


I found a baby bird on the ground. I picked it up to see 
if it was ok, but now I've heard that I can't put it back 
in the nest because I touched it. What do I do? 

Leave it there! Coming into the summer months, 
baby birds fall out of or outgrow the nest before 
they can even fly. It is not true that the mother 
can smell the scent of a human and will not take 
it back. Birds have a relatively poor sense of 
smell and will not be able to tell if the baby has 
been handled. 

If the bird is starting to fly, the mother will be 
around to feed the baby. This is normal. The 
biggest threat is cats, so keep your indoors until 
the bird is gone.

Death Wish. Starring Bruce Willis and Dean Norris. 
Directed by Eli Roth. Running time: 107 minutes. MPAA 
rating: R. Available this week on DVD and streaming 
platforms. 

Thirty years ago, Bruce Willis had to prove 
to the world that the Motown-crooning jokester from 
Moonlighting could anchor an action movie — Die Hard, 
of course. These days, Willis has the opposite problem: he 
now has to prove he can do things other than action, and 
his career in the last decade or so has been depressingly 
long on worthless straight-to-video shoot-'em-ups. 

Which brings us to Death Wish , a surprisingly fine and 
effective reboot of material first published by novelist 
Brian Garfield in 1972 and filmed, with Charles Bronson, 
by director Michael Winner in 1974. Playing Paul Kersey, 
now a Chicago surgeon whose wife (Elisabeth Shue) is 
killed and daughter (Camila Morrone) rendered comatose 
by home-invading burglars, Willis indeed proves that 
Willis the actor — intermittently on view in movies like 
hooper and Moonrise Kingdom — is still with us. 

This Death Wish was directed by Eli Roth, whose 
Hostel movies and The Green Inferno have given him 
a rep as a gorehound bro he doesn't really deserve. I 
always think there's more going on under the hood of 
his exploitation-throwback movies than many critics give 
him credit for, and in this film he works conscientiously; 
during a montage of Kersey learning how to use the 
gun he's stumbled upon, we also see gory clips of what 
bullets do to flesh and what must be done to close the 
wounds. The Death Wish series headlined by Bronson 
got nastier and eventually more outlandish, to the point 
where its excesses are beloved by fans of bad grindhouse 
("They killed The Giggler, man!" yells a punk in Death 
Wish 3). Roth takes the material back to basics, giving us a 
vigilante who at first can't even fire a gun without hurting 
himself. 

Just because Roth takes a responsible, pro-family 
stance here, and stages some of the violence to bring out 
the clumsy desperation of non-supermen trying to shoot 
each other in close quarters, doesn't mean he doesn't 
deliver some cathartic bloodshed. Some of the killings are 
abrupt, others are worthy of vintage Fangoria, and one 
punk goes out with his face twisted in a comic-horrible 
rictus of agony. The blood splatters out like crimson 
branches, pools under spasmodic bodies; brains leap out 



of a skull that's just been flattened by a car. In general, 
Roth successful walks the hair-thin line between drama 
that takes respectful measure of the effects of violence and 
good old all-American exploitation. 

Radio jocks all over the city take sides on 
Kersey the "Grim Reaper" and invite their listeners to 
do likewise. Dateless neckbeards in basements post 
YouTube tutorials on how to clean guns or wipe out 
data on a laptop. Kersey himself, in one of the script's 
witter throwaways, becomes an internet meme. (Joe 
Carnahan is solely credited with the screenplay, which 
had an uncredited once-over by Scott Alexander and 
Larry Karaszewski.) The punks, as always, are carefully 
ethnically mixed, and there are actors of color in doctor 
and cop roles — though I presume we're not yet ready 
for a black Paul Kersey. (In the '70s, we were, and 
blaxploitation flicks obliged us.) Eli Roth may not be 
making a rabid reactionary potboiler, but he's also not 
making a movie that's going to challenge the mainstream, 
or grapple with the causes of urban violence. 

Willis lets himself smile and shed tears, as if 
grateful for the company of real actors. His Kersey is 
smart but vulnerable, haunted by the memory of his 
brutal father, chagrined by his ne'er-do-well brother 
(Vincent D'Onofrio) who keeps turning up asking for 
loans. D'Onofrio may be the best thing in the movie, 
making the brother self-justifying but decent, alluding to 
some crime (probably minor) he has on his record. Death 
Wish stays slick but gets a little tired and predictable as 
it heads for the finish line. Still, Roth maintains a sharp 
control, giving us, near the climax, a quiet slow camera 
track towards Kersey's house that in its undemonstrative 
ominousness recalls (and ranks with) vintage John 
Carpenter. Someday Roth will apply his horror-movie 
instincts to material that can make them sing, and he will 
make a classic. As it is. Death Wish is far better-wrought 
than it could have been or deserved to be.

Tick Bite Prevention 

The Marion Board of Health and the Tri-Town 
Public Health Nurses are pleased to announce that they 
will sponsor a tick bite prevention event on Saturday,

Junior High School parking lot. Information on ticks and 
tick bite prevention will be offered to all interested Tri- 
Town residents. Plymouth County's entomologist and tick 
expert, Blake Dinius, will be available to answer resident's 
questions. 

Marion, Mattapoisett, and Rochester continue to 
have a significant number of cases of tick-borne diseases, 
including Lyme Disease, Babesiosis and Anaplasmosis.
